Irish Gain Big Point. 


Under the British proposal, it is now 
declared, Ireland will be given a status 
as a “dominion,” with even greater 
péwers of home rule than those pos- 
sessed by Canada. This implies prac- 
tically complete control over both leg- 
islative and fiscal policies, the latter 
being a point for which the Irish dele- 
gation has consistently fought.

RAIL WORK 


Labor Board Voids Act of 
Pennsy Road. 


Without commenting specificially on 
the open sgop issue, the United States 
railroad labor board, in a decision made 
public yesterday, overruled the con- 
tention of Pennsylvania railway offi- 


tives should be selected by a.“ popular 
vote” of the workers, regardless of 
union affiliations. It repudiated elec- 
tions already held, and ordered a new 
one, prescribing the manner of voting, 

The decision obviously aims to end 
strife between the Pennsylvania lines 
and the shop crafts unions, without 
supporting the stand of either party 
dispute. The railroad had 
frankly contended for the open shop; 
while the Pennsylvania system federa- 
tion, which is affiliated wth the Amerti- 
can Federation of Labor, had main- 
tained that its general chairmen 
should. represent the six shop crafts 
in all negotiations between employés 
and road officials. 

Particular significance attaches to 
the ruling, in view of the recently ex-. 


_|pressed determination of Pennsylvania 
rexecutives to deal directly with their 


employés. In this declaration the rail: 
officialg virtually discounted the power 
of the labor board to prevent such ne-- 
gotiations. 


Holds Roads’ Rules Void. 


The immediate purpose of the deci- 
sion is to determine the manner in 
which employés’ committees to nego- 
tiate working rules to replace the na- 
tional agreements established under 
federa! control, shall be selected. 3

new rules, held a general election. The 
ballot supplied by the company desig- 
nated no organizations.

WHERE BIRDS. SPEND THEIR 
WINTERS. 

NVESTIGATIONS on the status of 
birds in .their winter homes have 
been undertaken by the bureau of 
biological survey, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, in connection 
with administration of the treaty with 
Great Britain for the protection of 
birds migrating between the United 
States and Canada. That many of 
these birds winter in South America 
\may be surprising to some, but it is 
known to be the case. Valuable ma- 
terial has been collected by Dr. Alex- 
ander Wetmore of the survey, who re- 
cently returned after a year’s absence 


jin Argentina, Paraguay, and Uruguay. 

Among our more familiar birds that 
Dr. Wetmore observed in South Amer- 
ica was the well known barn swallow 
that ranges with flocks of native swal- 
lows in open country. Among our 
game birds seen in Argentina and else- 
where were the golden plover and pec- 
to sandpiper. 


That federal protection of migratory 
birds is proving a success is recognized 
by the majority of sportsmen and na- 
ture lovers. Ducks, geese, 4 other 
migratory game birds have not only in- 
creased in number, but have re- 
appeared in sections where they had 
not been seen for many years.
